NOTICE! 


Just a few words regarding these Picardy sports, such as Pink Picardy, Leading Lady, 
Silver Wings, Lady Luck, Bernadette, Prosperity, etc. You will receive some Picardy bulbs 
among all the above no matter whom you may purchase from. Any one who says otherwise is 
very reckless with the truth. - 


DIP and SPRAY 


Dip the bulbs before planting in one tablespoon of Lysol mixed thoroughly with one gal- 
lon of water. Let them soak for six hours immediately preceding planting. 

Spray your glads weekly after foliage is in the third leaf to kill thrips. Two ounces of 
tarter emitic, six ounces of brown sugar. Mix well with three gallons of water. 


NAPHTHALENE FLAKES 


If there is any possibility of there being thrips on your bulbs, by all means do some- 
thing to get rid of them. Of course you know if you had thrips on your plants this summer but 
sometimes there are thrips in very small quantities that you might not notice so it is always safer 
to take precautions and get rid of the thrips in the fall before they have any chance of doing any 
damage to the bulbs. If you have only small quantities of bulbs, that is up to a_ thousand, 
Naphthalene Flakes are the simplest thing to use to clean up the thrips.
